END OF THE GREAT DEADLOCK 
IN ILLINOIS. 


IND THE DEMOCRATS WERE VICTORIOUS, 


Moore and Cockrell, the Two Farmers, Vote 
with the Democrats for Palmer, 
and He Is Elected. 


GpRINGFIELD, Ill., March 11.—It appeared 
to be a foregone conclusion this morning that 
General John M. Palmer would be elected 
United States senator today by the solid 101 
democratic votes of the joint assembly, as- 
gistod by the two Farmers’ Mutual Beneticial 
Association men—Moore and Cockre)l. Yet 
the republicans were not ready to go down 
without astrnggle.. They held a caucus to 
gee if they could nofat least kill off ihe demo- 
cratic candidate. To that end, the steering 
committees was empowered to handle the 
matter. as it might think best. That committee 
held a consultation and, at its conclusion, sent 
for Representative Moore, one of the Farmers’ 
Mutual Boneficial Association men, and 
offered him the solid republican vote of 100 if 
be and his two confreres—Cockrell and Taub- 
eneck—would joinA«hem. 

THE REPUBLICANS’ LAST EFFORT. 

This offer was gonsidéred good politics,in any 
event. If accepted, ig would defeat Palmer 
and put the Farmers’ tual Beneficial Asso- 
eiation under decide§ obligations to the re- 
publicans ; if rejected, % would put the farm- 
ers under the anomalous position of refusing to 
help elect a farmer. It was a tempting lure, 
put Moore did not lose his head. He said: 

“T regret to be obliged to disappoint you, 
gentlemen, but your offer comes too late. 
After waiting eight weeks in vain for repabli- 
can support, Made l and myself have de- 
cided to give ouF Yotes to General Palmer, and 
we have aflixed our signatures to an address to 
that effect. I appreciate your kindness, and I 
appreciate the great majority of your party, 
who has always been sincere, but honor now 
points out to me but one line, to cast my vote 
today for John M. Palmer, in accordance with 
my pledge. I thank you for the honor which 
you extend, and assure you of my best wishes 
for you all.’ 

The steering committee, in discussing the 
situation, finally decided to give their vote to 
Senator Fuller, chairman of the steering com- 
mittee, in recognition of his services as a 
leader, in case every member would pledge 
himself to obey the mandate of the commit- 
tee. 

SINGING THEIR DEATH SONG. 

A few minutes befote the meeting of the 
joint assembly the republicans joined in a 
chorus of ‘‘Auld Lang Syne,” amid great ap- 
plause. The democrats also struck up a mel- 
ody, but of rather a more cheerful nature. In 
the meantime every available inch of space 
inthe chamber open to the public had been 
occupied by a throng intensely eager to wit- 
ness the closing scene in this memorable con- 
test. 

The republican steering committee ordered 
their members not to answer preliminary roll 
calls. Senator Evans, however, disregarded 
the committee’s injunction and answered 
“Here’’ when his name was called. 

On the roll call of thé house, both Cockrell 
and Moore answered ‘‘Here”’ and were loudly 
applauded by the democrats and visitors in the 
galleries. On Taubeneck’s failure to answer 
to his name, there was a slight ripple of ap- 
plause on the republican side, which was 
quickly suppressed by the steering committee.

DISBANDING THE COLORED TROOPS. 


The District of Columbia Negroes Are 
Mad. | 

WASHINGTON, March 11.—[Special.]—As 
aresultof the failure of congress to make 
the necessary appropriations for armory rents, 
General Ordway, commanding officer, has 
issued an order disbanding the Seventh and 
Eighth (colored) battalions of district national 
guards. The order has caused considerable 
comment among those interested in colored 
troops, and one officer, who has just resigned 
his commission, said the question is Willi the 
secretary of war or the president permit this 
“‘outrage?’’? The negro battalions, he said, 
were among the first to respond to the call for 
organizing militia, and are both old organiza- 
tions. Todisband them will be equivalent to 
saying that in the District of Columbia the 
negro militia will not be tolerated, though 
colored people comprise ore-third of the popu- 
lation, and are, toa large extent, taxpayers. 
General Ordway, in speaking of the matter, 
explained that the battalions mustered out 
have no regimental organization, and could, 
therefore, be spared without inany way dis- 
turbing the regiments. 


ON CHICKAMAUGA FIELD. 


Secretary Proctor and Party Spend an Inter- 
esting Day. 

CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., March 11.—Secretary 
Proctor spent today in examining historic 
Chickamauga battle field. The weather was disa- 
greeable, the rain falling almost constantly, and 
the roads were in bad condition, but all the 
visitors, including ladies, braved the inclemency 
of the weather, and spent amost interesting day. 
The train was stopped near Snodgrass hill, where 
General Thomas held the ridge against the re- 

charges of the confederates. 
party was driven through _—ithe 
woods to Snodgrass house, and here 
H. V. Boynton and General Fullerton, who ac- 
tively participated in the tight, gave a graphic de- 
scription of the movements and battles preceding 
the military occupation of Chattanooga. Secre- 
tary Proctor, meeting General Miller. Generals 
McCook and Mussey, Senators Manderson, Hawley 
and Frye,and RepresSntatives McKinley, Cannon, 
Cogswell, Alen of Michigan, and others, followed 
attentively the narrative of General Boynton, as 
he pointed out the -position of the troops in the 
field and woods around Snodgrass hill. A num- 
ber of natives gathered on the hill and divided 
their attention between the visitors and the de- 
scription of the battle. 

The weather was too bad to permit a visit to any 
points, but a very good general idea of the situa- 
tion was obtained. 

The visitors were then driven to Crawfish 
Springs, where reminiscences were exchanged 
and the hospitalities of Mr. Lee, proprietor of the 
new Chickamauga Park hotel, accepted. A num- 
ber of speeches were made. 

Secretary Proctor will proceed at once with e- 
otiations with the owners for the land needed 
or the park. More than 7,000 acres will be se- 

cured, and as soon as each tract is purchased, 
work on that part of the park will begin. 
Good roads will be built, underbrush cleared 
away, commemorative tablets placed on the 
most important positions, and everything done to 
enable visitors to see the park comfortably and 
obtain an intelligent comprehension of this great 
fight. 

The present owners will be permitted to remain 
on the land on payment of a normal rental, but 
extreme precaution will be taken to insure the 
maintenance of the conditions — when 
General Rosecrans took position on the field. 

Tonight the citizens of Chattanooga gave Secre- 
tary Proctor a reception at the Stanton house, 
which was well attended despite the bad weather. 

MILLER IS MAD. . 

The only break made in the speeches at the ban- 
quet at Crawfish Springs was by Attorney General 
Miller, who said confederate soldiers were traitors, 
and should be hung. Senator Manderson, who 
succeeded him, said the man on either side who 
failed to fight for his side should have been 
hanged by the first man that met him.

THE STORY IN DETAIL 


AS TO HOW PRESIDENT ROBIN- 
SON AUTED 


TOWARD THE MACON GAPITALISTS. 


One of the City Banks Follows the Fortune 
of the Construction Company, and Is 
Forced to Go Into Liquidation. 


Macon, Ga., March 11.—[Special.]—One of 
the results of the failure of the Macon Con- 
struction Company is the closing up of the 
Capital Bank of Macon. This institution 
had advanced largely on the stock of the 
construction ¢ompany, and this morning, 
when the news of the collapse of the con- 
struction company got abroad, a run Was 
made on the Capital bank. The bank 
steadily paid to all depositors for several 
hours, and finally the directors held a meet- 
ing and made an assignment to Vice Pres- 
ident W. W. Collins, and practically closed 
doors. The bank is now preparing a state- 
ment of its condition. At present it is not 
known what the future movements of the 
bank will be. Its capital stock is $130,000. 


The bank had organized nearly twerity 
years ago with Henry L. Jewett as president. 
He resigned some time since and was succeeded 
by W. H. Virgin, son-in-law of the late G@n- 
eral W.S. Holt, he having married a daugh® 
of the present wife of Justice L. Q .C. Lamar, 
whose first husband was Genera) Holt. Both 
Jewett and Virgin are largely interested in 
Macon construction stock. Assignee Collins 
is also a Jarge shareholder in the construction 
company. 

OTHER BANKS. 

The other banks in the city are all wight. The 
Exchange bank is thoroughly secured on all loans 
made on construction stock. The total Joans on 
the stock would not amount to one-third of the 
surplus of the bank. The surplus is $185,000. The 
capital is §400,0000. The bank’s loans are made 
to first-class persons, and these loans are well 
protected. 

STARTLED MACON. 

The failure of the Macon Construction Company 
Startled Macon. She was not expecting the col- 
lapse.. Her citizens have hundreds of thousands 
of dollars in the enterprise. The great object 
now is to save this from wreckage. 

The story in detail leading up to the failure 
was og 4 told in THE CONSTITUTION 
today. The full recital is here 
given, and it is very interesting, . It 
tells the story of one of the greatest and most 
important transactions which ever occurred in 
Georgia, and one which is calculated to prevent 
the construction of several new railroads in 
Georgia, and which may result in changing the 
entire railway prospect of the state. 

THE STORY IN DETAIL, 

Before the agreement was signed between Sparks 
and Robinson by which the Seaboard and Roanoke 
was to lease the Georgia Southern, and build from 
Macon to Elberton to connect with the Georgia, 
Carolina and Northern, President Sparks spent 
days in conference with the Seaboard and Roanoke 

eople in Baltimore. The condition and affairs of 

he construction company and its roads were fully 
revealed and explained to Robinson, and he ex- 
pressed himself as absolutely satisfied in every 
particular. Ho said he thoroughly understood 
the situation. President Sparks. entire'y 
revealed all the debts, the earnings, busi- 
ness, etc.,of the company andits bonds. Th» 
agreement was made based on earnings of $800, - 
000 perannum. The books of the Georgia South- 
ern show that much earning. There is publishee 
velow a statement of General Manager Lane ty 
President Sparks, which he showed to Presiden 
Robinson, and Robinson expressed himself as 
highly pleased with it. 

After the agreement was made for the lease of 
the Georgia Southern road Sparks went to New 
York to sell bonds. He, based on the agreement 
made with Robinson, for present emergencies 
easily obtained $100,000, the sum for which he 
asked, and he telegraphed to Treasurer Jewett to 
draw for the amount, which he did, amd the money 
was paid at Macon to creditors of the company. 

About a week ago President Sparks, in com- 
pany with President Robinson, left the north to 
come to Macon and go on an inspection tour of 
the Georgia Southern foad. It was expected that 
the entire board of directors would come, but only 
Director McLean accompanied President Robin- 
son. General Manager Winder and @reasurer W. 
W. Chamberlin were also of the party. 

President Sparks observed with surprise that 
President Robinson was very uncommunicative 
while en route forthe north, and talked but littls 
about the deal. At Atlanta, however, when Mr. 
Hoke Smith, attorney of the Georgia, Carolina 
and Northern road, joined the party, Robinson 
talked with him constantly from Atlantato Macon. 
At Macon Robinson manifested no desire what- 
ever to meet the prominent citizens, and did not 
care to view the city, though prior to his arrival 
he had expressed a great desire to meet the lead- 
ing men of Macon and inspect the city thoroughly, 
so he could obtain an idea ofthe extent of busi- 
ness done. But on reaching here he no longer 
cared for these things. 

It is the impression here that Robinson had 
made up his mind not to take the Georgia South- 
ern road, no matter in how good condition it might 
be. It is public belief here that Robinson thought, 
by not leasing the road, it would be thrown into 
the hands of a receiver, and he might then be able 
to buy it much cheaper at public sale than the 
price he agreed to pay by the termsof his agree- 
ment signed with Sparks. Several Macon citizens 
who called on Robinson at the Brown house, 
caught a suspicion from his manner and talk that 
he would not stand up to his agreement. 

In Macon, Robinson and Hoke Smith did agreat 
dea) of talking together, and it was the under- 
standing that Mr. Smith would not go down the 
Georgia Southern road with Sparks and the Rob- 
inson party, buton the morning of March 6th, 
when the party left Macon on the inspection 
tour, Mr. Smith was along. Robinson and Smith 
talked together constantly, and Robinson sent 
telegrams from the stations. When Sparks pointed 
out objects of pecuniary interest along the road, 
such as watermelon and cotton fields, great peach 
orchards, innumerable sawmills, etc., Robin- 
son took no interest in them, asked no questions 
and appeared to have no concern whatever in 
the matter. When Beach Haven was reached the 
party left the cars to view the beautiful landed 
possessions there. Sparks proposed a walk up to 
the pavilion. When he reached the pavilion 
with a number of the geal thinking Robinson 
was following, he looked back and was surprised 
to see that Kobinson had not followed, but that he 
and Mr. Hoke Smith were standing back at the 
railnoad in earnest conversaticn. 

Such was the trip all the way to Palatka. Rob- 
inson was perfectiy indifferent to all he saw. 

While enroute to Palatka, General Manager 
Winder, of the Seaboardand Roanoke, spoke ad- 
miringly of the Georgia Southern, and said it was 
the beat built new road he ever saw. Its excellent 
physical condition surprised him. 

THE THUNDERBOLT. 

On Sunday night at Palatka the thunderbol 
fell. President Robinson then, for the first time, 
informed President Sparks that he would not take 
the road. The writer understands that President 
Sparks could obtain no definite reason from Rob- 
inson why he would not stand up to his agree-

Granting that 
the earnings for January were only $64,000, 
then this average for twelve months would make 
$768,000, only 000 less than $800,000. But the 
business of the road increases monthly, and is 
readily earning $800,000. The reason of this dif- 
ference between $64,000 and $74,000 was due to the 
fact that Robinsun deducted certain charges 
from the earnings, which should not have been 
done. Car mileage was estimated differently. 
Public impression here is firm that Robinson 
simply did not wish to stand up to his agreement, 
and sought any loophole to get out.

AN INTERESTING STATEMENT.

acon, Ga.: Dear Sir—In compliance with youg 
wishes, I submit herewith the facts showing th, 
completion of the Georgia Southern and Florid” 
railroad in sections, the earnings, in periods, giv 
ing the increase and improvement, which 1 think 
are phenomenal. 

When the line was constructed between Macon 
and Valdosta, 150 miles, two years ago, there were 
not fifty houses insight of the road, except in the 
small village of Vienna and at Mr. Tift’s mill site, 
at the crossing of the Brunswick and Western 
railroad, and 80 per cent of these houses were on 
the first fifty miles. Now there is # prosperous 
community at every five-mile station, and a dozen 
or more very thriving towns of 250 to 2,000 inbabi- 
tants, besides the innumerable sawmill settle- 
ments located between stations. 

The line was opened between Valdostaand Lake 
City (sixty miles) about one year ago, through al- 
most a wilderness of pine forest; and from Lake 
City to Palatka (seventy-five miles) about nine 
months ago, through a similarly sparsely settled 
forest,with scarcely nothing to produce freight but 
the magnificent forests of yellow pines, requiring 
the advent of the turpentiner and the mill man t 
develop it.

Our earnings for the first twelve months after 
completion tou Valdosta were $2,610 per mile per 
annum, increasing the second year to $3,895.61. 
Between Valdosta and Lake City, the earnings for 
the first year were $2,036.36 per mile per annum, 
and from Lake City to Palatka for: nine months 
they would indicate about $1,500 per mile per 
annun. 

This should give us a gross revenue of $800,000 
for the present fiscal year, and a nes of at least 
$280,000, and $75,000 “over fixed charges. Should 
the development continue at even a much smaller 
proportion, our earnings should be $900,000 for the 
next year, with a net of $315,000, and continue to 
increase at this rate. I expect it to do no more. 

The physical condition of the road is excellent; 
the drainage is very Se and the character 
of the soil such as to rend«g it very easy to keep 
in repair; and the cost of renewals will be reduced 
to the least possible cost, because of the pine for- 
ests which the road penetrates. The depot build- 
ings and section houses aro all new, ample and 
commodious. 

The cost of operation should always be light, 
owing to the easy grades and curvature, which are

COLONEL POSTON DEAD. 


TERMINATION OF THE 
MEMPHIS TRAGEDY. 


H CLAY KING'S STRANGE CONDUCT. 


He Alleges that Colonel Poston Aspersed 
the Good Name of His Wife, and that 
the Shot Was in Her Defense. 


FATAL 


Mempuis, Tenn., March 11.—{Special.]— 
Late editions of the afternoon papers contain 
Colonel H. Clay King’s first talk since shoot- 
ing Poston yesterday. It was as follows: 

“This unfortunate occurrence was in de- 
fense of the honor of my wife and children. 
Mr. Poston, under his own signature in court, 
stated that my wife was guilty of sexual inter- 
course with a negro, and, to make this charge 
the more infamous, he: stated that the charge 


“against my wife was made by myself, which 


was a falsehood. You may state that this is 
made in the presence of my wife and with her 
consent. 

“T have sought to secure a withdrawal of 
this charge by Mr. Poston, but he never gave 
me any satisfaction.”’ 

Colonel King did not say in what deposition 
this statement occurs, and a search of all the 
papers in the case has been made, but so far 
without success. Mrs. King was with her 
husband in jail when he made his statement. 

THE TOPIC ON THE STREETS. 

The tragedy was ali day the prevailing topic 
in the streets, in businessand home circles, 
on the cars, éverywhere, in fact where as 
many as two people meet and talk at all. 

‘Have you heard lately of Mr. Poston?” 

‘*W hat is the latest ?’’ 

‘“‘Is he dead yet?”’ 

“Is there any hope?’ was the question 
heard on every street cornerand in every 
office, and universal sympathy is expressed for 
the unfortunate victim of Colonel King’s ven- 
geance. Mr. Poston, from the moment the 
shot was fired, bore himself like ahero. He 
never fell, but walked, assisted by friends, 
into Mooney’s restaurant. He endured the 
fearful agony caused by the wound 
and the probing by the doctors with 
Spartan fortitude, and never even groaned 
under the torture. His mind was clear, 
despite his sufferings, and there never was a 
man who stood pain with more unflinching 
endurance. His condition was encouraging 
during the night, but before noon he began 
sinking, and died at 6:10 o’clock tonight. 

THE DEATH OF THE VICTIM. 

This morning, up to noon, his mind was 
clear, and he proceeded to give directions to 
his brothers as to the settlement of sundry 


business matters requiring his personal in- 


struction. There were some fears expressed 
yesterday that one of the Poston brothers 
would take summary vengeance on Colonel 
King. -It was stated this mosning, on good 
authority, that the venerable mother had ex- 
acted a promise from all of her sons that they 
would not take vengeance on their brother’s 
slayer, even if the law failed to do so. 
KING’S ECCENTRICITY. 

Colonel King has been an eccentric man 
always, and a bill he sent toa lawyer of this 
city to file about two years ago affords proof of 
a diseased mind, coming asit did froma man 
of his legal attainment. It wasa bill praying 
for a divorce from his wife, to which she was 
to enter no defense. The queer part of it was 
that he made Mrs. Pillow a co-defendant, and 
asked for a decree requiring hor to fulfill her 
contract to marry him after the divorce should 
be granted. It is needless to add that the bill 
was never filed. 

A Bank Wrecker Arrested. 

CHICAGO, March 11.—Charles E. Qook, formerly 
an officer of the defunct Park National bank, of 
this city, and part owner in two Wisconsin banks, 
that failed when the Park National went under, 
was arrested today here onareguisition from 
Wisconsin.

A RIOTOUS SCENE. 
SER ce RR So 
Excitement in tne Kausas House of 
Representatives. 

TOPEKA, Kas., March 11.—The assembly cham- 
ber was ascene of great excitement last evening 
during the final session of the house. The report 
of the committee to investigate the metropolitan 
police system, created for the purpose of enfore- 
ing the prohibition law, stated that the prohibi- 
tion law had been a failure, so far as applied to 
the cities of Kansas, and recommended that the 
governor withdrawthe state police from such 
cities.

The hissing, shouting and 
ss continued, and the chair, unable to re- 
store order, said he would give up the chamber to 
the voice of the mob. The sergeant-at-arms and 
doorkeepers attempted to clear the lobbies, and 
several lively encounters took place. 

Several senators, who were witnesses of the 
proceedings, were unceremoniously hustied out of 
the chamber. 

A —_—— riot became imminent, but finally 
Speaker Elder resumed the chair and said he was 
ashamed of his conduct and his motion to ¢lose 
the debate, and appealed to all present to maintain 
order. Quiet was then restored, and Speaker 
Elder’s motion to continue the investigating com- 
mittee was adopted, with an amendment. The 
house then adjourned. .

THE TRAGIC ENDING OF TWO 
YOUAG LIVES. 
The Details of the Drowning of Mr. Harry 
Lamar and Miss Louise Connelly. 
What Witnesses Say. 


Avcusta, Ga., March 11.—[Special.]—The 
drowning of Mr. Henry Lamar and Miss 
Louise King Connelly has been the talk of the 
jown today, and on all sides the deepest sym- 
pathy is expressed for the sorrowing families. 

Further details of the tragedy were learned 
this morning. 

Mr. Lamar and Miss Connelly had been 
taking a pleasure ride on the canal yin a row 
boat down to High Bridge, and were returning 
to Lake Olmstead on the way home, when the 
accident occurred. 

THE FATAL MOMENT. 

The gates of the Warwick mills were opened 
to relieve the strain of wateron the banks of 
the canal. They were admonished of the dan- 
ger by Mr. Deas, watchman of the factory. 
They were safely passing through the swift 
current, and would have passed all danger but 
forthe breaking of Mr. Lamar’s oar. When 
the oar snapped Mr. Lamar fel) out of the boat 
and never rose, The boat was sucked into the 
grating of the raceway by the strong 
current, and it was then that it 
was capsized, and Miss Connelly was drowned. 
She rose twice, and each time cried piteously 
for help. Mr. Deas made arush and attempted 
to save her, but when he reached the edge of 
the bank she had sunk for the last time. 

The gates were immediately shut down and 
search for the bodies commenced. Within a 
few minutes the bodies were found resting 
against the grating, and were secured. The 
bodies were gently carried on the bank, where 
they were covered from sight until relatives 
arrived. Mr. Lamar’s collar bone was broken 
and his face was badly bruised. 

A SHOCKING SURPRISE. 

Mr. Stainard Owens, who works at King 
mills, heard of somebody drowning, and 
walked up the banks to where the crowd was 
surrounding the corpse. He had not heard 
who the parties were, and to ascertain he 
withdrew the covering, and was horrified upon 
discovering Mr. Lamar, his roommate and 
best friend, lying on the bank cold in death. 

The coroner did not hold an inquest, as the 
accident was witnessed by several persons 
from the banks. 

THE TWO FUNERALS. 

The funeral of both Mr. Lamar and Miss 
Connelly will occur at different hours tomor- 
row. Mr. Lamar will be buried from the 
Church of the Good Shepherd, on the hill, at 
4 o’clock in the afternoon. The funeral of 
Miss Connelly wi!l take place from the sub- 
urban home of heruncle and guardian, Mr. 
Harry B. King, at 11 o’clock in the morning.

Mr. Barnes was born July 22, 1855. He 
first entered the railway service October 26, 
1872, serving three years as check clerk for the 
Cleveland, Columbus, Cincinnati and In- 
dianapolis railroad at Springfield, O. He sub- 
sequently served six months as yard and bill 
clerk for the same road at the same place, 
From May 1, 1876, to May 1, 1831, he acted as 
private secretary to the president of the 
Springfield, Jackson and Pomeroy and Spring- 
field Southern railroad. From November 1, 
1881, to September 15, 1883, he served 
successively as stenographer, chief clerk 
in charge of the fuel account, and assistant 
trainmaster of the Minneapolis and St. Louis 
road, at Minneapolis, Minn. On October 6, 
1883, he was appointed chief clerk to the super- 
intendent of the Huntington division of the 
Chesapeake and Ohio road, at Hinton, W. Va. 
He held the position until April 1, 1885, when 
he was promoted to the superintendency of the 
division.

THE GRAIN CROPS. 


Report ofthe Department of Agriculture for 
March. 


WASHINGTON, March 11.—The statistical returns | 


of the department of agriculture for March are 
estimates of corn and wheat in the hands of farm- 
ers, the proportion and present value of merchant- 
able corn, the weight of wheat per measured 
bushel, and other pointsin the eommercial dis- 
tribution of grain. 

The result of consolidation makes the farmers 
reserve of corn 36.4 per cent of the crop in com- 
parison with 45.9 per cent last year, in bushels 

2,000,000 against 970,000,000 last year, its lowest 
recent reserve except that from the smaller crop 
of 1887 and that from the crop of 1883. The per 
centage retained in seven corn surplus states is 
less than in others. : 

The proportion estimated for consumption 
where grown is relatively large—87.4 per cent, in- 
stead of 81.8 last year. The quantity shipped or 
to be shipped from farms is, therefore, only 188,- 
000,000 bushels, or less than half the surplus of 
last year. 

The proportion of the crop merchantable is 79.5 
per cent, against 85.7 per cent last year. It is, 
therefore, slightly under the average in quality. 
The average price of merchantable corn is 55.8 
cents per bushel, or unmerchantaple, 32.9 cents. 
The aggregate value of thecropon this basis is 
$761,000,000, nearly $7,000,000 more thanthe De- 
cember valuation, an advance of about 1 percent, 
establishing the substantial aecuracy of the 
December estimate. 

The proportion of wheat still in the hands of 
farmers is lower than the average of the last ten 
years, the range being from 26 to 33 percent. It 
1s 28.2 per cent, or 112,000,000 bushels. It has been 
lower only in two years of the last ten, after the 
meagre crops of 1881 and 1885, which were smaller 


, than that of 1890. Including visable stocks, the 


ey is 135,000,000 bushels. The consumption of 
the last twelve months is estimated at 299,000,000; 
seed used, 53,000,000, and exports have been about 
98,000,000 from March 1, 1830. The low percentages 
of the spring wheat states are especially notice- 
able. Half of the present stocks will be required 
tor spring seeding. 

The proportion of crop estimated for consump- 
tion within the country 1s 52.1 percent, against 48.1 
last year. The average weight per measured bushel 
is 67.2 pounds. The averaye of 1389 was 57,7 pounds, 
which was the precise average of seven crops trom 
1883. In bushels of sixty pounds aggregate, it is 
381,000,000, or 90,000,000 less by weight than the 
preceding crop.

Outside of these two parties there 
were three independent, or labor, members, 
whose final action was involved in doubt 
from the first. 

The old members insisted that they rep- 
resented the popular will, while the newly- 
elected claimed, with a greater show of rea- 
son, that the democratic tidal wave last year 
proved that they were in touch with the 
people. This latter view was accepted by 
the independents; they voted with the den- 
ocrats, and Palmer was elected. 

Illinois isto be congratulated -upon her 
choice. Not long ago she was as strongly 
republican as Iowa or Khode Island. 

Despite the apparently hopeless nature of 
the situation, General Palmer began 
a gallant fight for democracy after the 
war, and worked like a giant ia every cam- 
paign. Last fall he flashed like a meteor 
through the state, speaking on every stump 
from Chicago to Cairo, and to his efforts 
more than to any other cause was due the 
triumph of the democracy. | 

So gallant and successful a leader deserved 
a laureled crown, and a senatorship was an 
appropriate reward. His honors have 
been worthily won, and they will be worth- 
ily worn.

It Pays to Be Punctual. 

A northern manufacturer said not long 
ago that he did not care to push his trade 
in the south. The people of the north and 
west were more punctual in meeting their 
obligations, he said. 

Further inquiry trought out the fact that 
this manufacturer dealt in an article of lux- 
ury that was sold on time, a credit of six 
months being given. He complained that 
southern merchants sold it tothe farmers, 
who frequently failed to pay up in the fall, 
and the merchants, consequently, were slow 
in settling. 

This suggests a point worth thinking 
about. When our farmers buy something 
that is superfluous they should be exceed- 
ingly cautious, and never go in debt for it 
unless they know to acertainty that they 
will be able to pay for it the very day their 
note isdue. Their punctuality will enable 
the merchants they trade with to maintain a 
better credit in northern markets, and their 
_ delay will, to some extent, injure southern 
commercial interests. 

Farmers, as well as merchants, should 
never buy what they cannot afford to pay 
for. Ifthey goin debt they will find that 
punctual payments will firmly establish 
their credit, and the beneficial effect will be 
felt not only in their little circle, but at a

The trouble with the ne- 
groes asarace is the lack of application. 
They attend school because they are required 
to do so by their parents; but as soon as they 
have acquired a dangerous ‘‘smattering’’ of 
knowledge, they drift into the aimless, shift- 
less life of the class described by Mr. Baker, 
and are only the worse for the little learning 
they possess. 

A grave question comes in right here: If 
the testimony of the mayor of New Orleans, 
which is that educating the negroes has 
turned them against work; caused them to 
despise their parents and to cultivate new 
vices, is true; and if the Birmingham cler- 
gyman, who says that he can make no head- 
way with negroes who have been educated, 
speaks for a class which is found everywhere 
—what is to be the future of the race? Itis 
a questioneminently worthy of the earnest 
thought of the leading men of the black 
race, and presents a new and interesting 
problem to the philanthropists.

EDITORIAL COMMENT. 


CONGRESSMAN AMOS CUMMINGS made a hit in 
New York the other night with his tecture 
on Horace Greeley. Among other  thiigs 
he said that Greeley went to school forty-five 
months, and quit at the age of thirteen because he 
knew more than the teacher. The boy was poor, 
ugly and awkward. He hada hard time getting 
his first job in a country printing office. “He 
once smoked a cigar; it made hin: so sick that he 
never smoked again. He once drank some whitky, 
and it made him so sick that he never drank 
again. He learned to Swear, and to the day of his 
death he keptitupina way that was more re- 
freshing than appalling. While they were boys in 
Vermont, Mr. George Jones, the editor of The 
Times, and Horace Gyeeley ran off and went fish- 
ing on Sunday. Mr. Jones got whipped in the 
woodshed on his return home, but Horace 
Greeley got off free. Mr. Cummings gave a 
realistic and humorous account of Greeley's 
wanderings as a tramp printer. Greeley 
landed at the Battery fifty-mine years ago with

Despite 
his long anti-slavery fight, Greeley hada personal 
antipathy tothe negro. He once said to a negro 
delegate from Virginia: “‘Oh——, dig potatoes 
and ameliorate your own condition.”’

Coming on the heels of the collapse of the 
Macon Construction Company, and the re- 
ported withdrawal of Mr. Robinson from 
the arrangement by which he was to join 
the Georgia Southern. system in building a 
road from Macon to Elberton, to connect 
the two systems, the report of negotiations 
between the Terminal and Robinson systems 


1 does not seem unreasonable, THE CONSTITU- 


TION, therefore, began toinvestigate the matter 
as soon as the report reached here, and tele- 
graphed to New York and Baltimore to a& 
certain the truth of the story. 

THE CONSTITUTION telegraphed President 
John H. Inman, of the Terminal system, 
requesting him for explicit information con- 
cerning two points, namely: First, whether 
the Terminal system had secured control 
of Robivson’s Seaboard system; and second, 
whether negotiations to that end were 
pending. 

Mr. Inman’s reply was in these words: 

‘‘No such trade has been made.’’ 

What the Seaboard System Is. 

The Robinson system includes 928 miles, 
reaching from Norfolk, Va., to Elberton, 
Ga., and prospectively to Atlanta. On its 
map the Georgia Southern’ and Florida, 
with 285 miles, the Thomasville branch, of 
fifty-two miles, and the prospective Macon 
and Northeastern, with 1130 miles, are in- 
cluded. The Kobinson system at present, 
however, only reaches to Elberton, Ga., 
with track graded to Lawrenceville. It 
taps the port of Wilmington, and reaches as 
far west as Rutherfordton, N. C. The rail- 
roads embraced are the Seaboard and Koa- 
noke, the Roanoke and Tar River, the 
Raleigh and Gaston, the Louisburg Rail- 
road, the Durham and Northern, the 
Raleigh and Augusta Air-Line, the Pittsboro 
railroad, the Carthage railroad, the Caro- 
lina Central and the Georgia, Carolina and 


4.Northern. 


The Robinson system was the strongest 
competitor of the Richmond ahd Danville, 
running in the same general direction and, 
with the connections through Georgia, Ala- 
bama and Florida, over the Georgia South- 
ern and the Macon and Birmingham, it 
would be a powerful rival. 

The report of the consolidation lacks con- 
firmation, but it has a color of probability, 
and the developments will be watched with 
great interest.

EpITOR CONSTITUTION: Who fired the first con- 
federate gun in the late war? READER. 
We quote from “Appleton’s Cyclopedia of hi- 


ography”’: 

“Ruffin, Edinund, agriculturalist, born in Prince 
George county, Virginia, January 5, 1794, died on 
his estate of Redmoor, in Amelia county, Virginia, 
June, 1865. In 1810 he attended William and Mary 
college. He served in the legisjature, was secre- 
tary of the board of agriculture (?), agricultural 
surveyor of South Carolina, for muny years was 
president of the Virginia Agricultural Society, 
and was the discoverer of the value of marl] as a 
fertilizer of poor soil, by the use of which millions 
of dollars were added to the value of the real 
estate of eastern Virginia. 

He was a state-rights man and a secessionist, 
and wasa member of the Paimetto Guard, of 
South Carolina. At the beginning of the civil war 
he went to South Carolina, and by order of Gen- 
eral Beauregard his company was ordered to open 
fireon Fort Sumter, and as the oldest nember 
he was selected by his comrades to fire the first 
shot, April 14, 1861.” 

He was the author of numerous historical and 
agricultural papers and essays.

THE NEW YORK STOCK MARKET.

THE CHICAGO MARKET. 


Features of the Speculative Movement in 
Grain and Provisions. 

CHICAGO, March 11.—There was a general desire 
to sell wheat at the opening, and there was a loudly 
expressed desire to get some corn. Wheat traders 
changed their minds in a short time in the course of 
the day’s peer ge but those who wanted corn 
were so ill-supplied that their complaints became 
louder and louder until, after bidding up to 52‘sc for 
May delivery, the more pressing requirements of the 
greater number were satistied for a time. Wheat 
opened %c lower and closed 4c higher than yesterday’s 
latest trading prices. 

Corn started with buyers but no sellers at the last 
quoted prices of the day before, and closed at an ad- 
vance of 2c. The government report on the amount 
of these cereals still in farmers’ hands, issued after the 
close of trading yesterday afternoon, had much to do 
with the course of prices. 

There was a sharp bulge in oats that carried the 
price up to 53sec for May delivery, thereby scoring an 
advance l‘sec on the highest prices previously at- 
tained. The market was active and excited with good 
buying by shorts and comparatively few sellers. 

The great strength in the corn market created a de- 
mand for hog products, which could only be satisfied 
at a considerable advance in prices, and that occurred 
in the course of the day. Such of the packers as werc 
short bought rather freely, and offerings became light. 
The opening of the market was easier.
